AARON COPLAND 
SPEAKS TONIGHT 
AT MOYSE HALL 

Aaron Copland, the world fam- 
ous contemporary composer, will 
speak in Moyse Hall tonight at 
8:30 pin. His subject will be "The 
Composer's Experience." 

Mr. Copland's compositions were 
first heard in the United States at 
n Concert of the League of Com- 
posers. His first orchestral per- 
formance was tfivon by the New 
York Symphony Orchestra with 
Nadia Houlanger as organ soloist 
almost thirty years ago. 

His many compositions have been 
performed throughout the world. 
On several occasions h i s works 
have been chosen to represent the 
United States at International 
Music Festivals. . 

Mr. Copland has written the 
musical scores of several outstand- 
ing films including "Our Town," 
. "Of Mice and Men" and "North 
Star." His score of "The Heiress" 
won him an Oscar in 1919. 

He has also composed several 
pieces for the ballet stage including 
"Appalachian Spring" which won 
the Pulitzer Prize and the New 
York Music Critics Award in 1945. 

The lecture tonight is sponsored 
by the Conservatorium of Music 
nnd is open to the student body 
and general public free of charge. 
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"I have not known a more generous welcome or a more vivid 
response," Canon Raven summed up his experience as the head of the 
Christian Mission at Mcdill. The special service, which concluded the 
week-long round of addresses and discussions, was given yesterday 
afternoon in the Erskine and American Church. 

Dr. Raven emphasized that unless the people, who saw a vision 
through the medium of the Mission, can put it into effect, they would 

be left worse off than they were b efore. 

"Never before hns this world of (( , ( , Romnn rcmar ]t» S ce how these 



ours been so effectively aware of 
the perpetual outbreaks of hysteria 
and paralyzing fear," he said, and 
noted, "We must see, as masses of 
us are beginning to see, the need 
for Christ." 

Suggesting that humanity made 
a mistnke after World War 1 be- 
cause they believed that the great 
hope lay in economic and political 
reforms, Canon Raven continued 
his argument by pointing out that 
these are not enough for often they 
only further political controversy. 

"Hut we ought to realize that 
there is something much more re- 
quired — to bring down Christ 
from the mountain," he said. 

"In this great university, with 
international and interracial popu- 
lation, surely you can further this 
adventure which is of supreme 
value for the Church and the world 
alike. We must seek to recover in 
our Christian Church and commun- 
ity the fellowship of the Holy 
Spirit." 

Cruising 1-cclure 
In his closing lecture on Friday, 
Canon Raven spoke on "Christ and 
Organised Christianity". He said 
that the tendency of the individual 
was to isolate his religious life to 
a personal relation between God 
and himself. "Hut", he stressed"the 
test of your religion is the way you 
get on with people. Christ and his 
disciples made it clear that you 
can't say you love God and yet 
hate your neighbour." 

Holy Spirit 
Dr. Raven pointed out that 
the church was based on the fel- 
lowship of the Holy Spirit. Jesus, 
he said, had rejected a society 
that was either purely economic, 
political or religious, and had 
shown that these three elements 
could be integrated through the 
power of the Holy Spirit. The true 
communism we should be striving 
after should be based on faith in 
a fellowship of the church. In a 
true community there is an over- 
whelming common loyalty that 
transcends individual aims. 

Canon Raven ended by noting 
that the real test of Christendom 
was how much we live up to the 



Christians love one another". When 
this could ngain be truly snid wo 
would be in sight of the kingdom 
on earth. 

Thanks 

At the close of the address, Nino 
Glial Ucri, Co-chairman of the Mis- 
sion, thanked Dr. Raven on behalf 
of the University, saying that ho 
had "sown the see<ls to encourage 
Christian dedication." In r c p 1 y, 
Dr. Raven said that he had come- 
to the mission very frightened, 
very conscious of his age ami his

A MC GILL CONCERT HALL 



Premier Duplessis has announced that the 
Prpvincial Government is "anxious to subscribe 
generously" to construction or Montreal's new 
concert hall. Mayor Drapeau, who included this 
in his campaign platform, has promised that 
bet ion will be taken soon. 

A city the size of Montreal should have had 
adequate concert and theatrical facilities long 
before now, and at last it looks as if some action 
will be taken to fill this crying need. For the first 
time the problem of financing the building seems 
well on the way to solution; municipal and pro- 
vincial governments have indicated their willing- 
ness to supply a great part of the necessary 
funds, and there should be no difficulty in raising 
the rest by public subscription. The only problem 
still preventing construction seems to be that of 
location. 

City authorities seem unable to decide be- 
tween sites on Fletcher's Field and below Domi- 
nion Square, and each location has its enthusias- 
tic supporters and bitter opponents. Until the 
controversy is settled Montreal will remain with- 
out a proper concert hall. 



The recent brief to McGill's Board of Govern- 
ors on a few Union — submitted by the Students' 
Executive Council — suggests a solution that we 
think deserves the active support of University 
authorities and serious consideration by the City. 
The brief suggests that a concert hall might be 
built by McGill in conjunction with a new stu- 
dents' Union. 

McGill is as central in location as either of 
the other proposed sites. McGill also plays a role 
in the cultural life of Montreal that would be 
greatly expanded and enriched should the city's 
only good concert hall be on the campus. An 
offer by the University to undertake construction 
if given financial help might also provide a quick 
and painless solution to the dilemma of location 
now faced by the City Council. If so, it would 
bring completion of the hall months closer. 

Both City and University would stand to gain 
much by such a plan. We hope that it will receive 
the strong endorsment of the Board of Governors, 
and that City authorities will give it serious 
thought.

Romeo and Juliet is an extremely 
beautiful picture. It abounds in 
rich spectacle; the scene of action 
varies from the sumptuous houses 
of nobles to quiet cloisters and the 
funeral vault. Everywhere there 
is brilliant colour. The element of 
the picturesque which is so pro- 
minent in the play is fully realized. 

The actors are never lost in this 
gorgeous background. Susan Shen- 
tall seems to be Juliet rather than 
to act the role. Her voice does jus- 
tice to the poetry, and her face can 
become illuminated with joy or 
tranquil as marble. She is com- 
pletely natural and charming. 

As Romeo, Lawrence Harvey 
give» a good performance. He is 
convincing In his sentimental devo- 



tion to Rosalie, in his sudden pas- 
sion for Juliet, and in his final 
despair. 

Flora Robson's portrayal of the 
Nurse is utterly delightful. The 
character of the old woman, with 
her garrulity, her readiness to take 
offence, and her essential warm- 
heartedness, is bcautifully.handled.

The Sign of the Pagan, starring 
Jack Palance and Jeff Chandler, 
is the usual, though slightly modi- 
fied, Hollywood epic of sex nnd 
slaughter in early Christian times.

The story is concerned mninly 
with the impending invnsion of the 
western Roman Empire by Attila, 
abetted by the treacherous Eastern 
Emperor, Thcodosius. The might 
and arrogance of Attila, as well ns 
the contrast between the Roman 
and Barbarian way of life, is por- 
trayed impressively in the inevit- 
able banquet scene which endB in 
the traditional manner. In fact, 
the whole film is slightly reminis- 
cent of a traditional Western. 

The most interesting feature of 
this film is the amazing make-up 
and costumes. The beards arc fabu- 
lous. 

Rita Gam, as Attila's Amazon 
dnughtcr. and LudnillaTcherina as 
the Empress Pulcheria, both de 
serve a credit for their pcrfor 
mances.

— Ik-low zero weather brought out only 158 chilly fans to see the McGill Redrnen 
move into second place in the Intercollegiate Hookey League iby virtue of a r> - r> win over the cellar- 
dwelling Red and Gold from Laval University. 

Although the McGill squad picked un two |>oints in the standings, the deathly quiet in the dies- 
sing room following the game indicated that they had lost a moral victory to the Quebeccrs. The Redrnen 
played raggedly at times and very nearly lost the game when a great third period rally by Laval fell 
short and left them just one goal away from the same team that clobbered them ti-2 a fortnight ago. 

The McGill win coupled with a 5-1 victoty by the University of Toronto Blues over the U of M 
Carabins enabled the Red and White to take over undisputed possession of second place, seven points 
hack of the front-running Rlues but with three games in hand. 

The Redrnen were led by the 
great line of Pete Constable, Gordic 
Cur rie and Jack McMullan which 
accounted for five of the six goals 
and collected seven assists. Cons- 
table paved the way with three 
goals and two assists and was 
balked at a fourth attempt on a 
clean breakaway with just 10 sec- 
onds left in the contest. Currie 
notched two goals and helped on 
two more, while McMullan was 
credited with three helpings. The 
other 'McGill goal was scored by 
Herb English on a pretty play
